Summer term taught by Miss Sopnina J. Forr. The improve- 
ment of this school as a whole was satisfactory and prosperous, under 
the eflicient management of Miss F. ‘The instruction was faithful and 
thorough in the branches taught. The relations between teacher and 
scholar, appeared to be harmonious.

Our Teachers taken collectively, bave been successful. ‘The most 
successful teachers are those who most readily understand the pe- 
culiariffts of their scholars, and apply. their instructions by methods. 
to suit the greatest variety of characters. ‘This power of adaptation 
when united witha patient yet firm and kindly spirit, greatly en- 
hance the legitimate objects of education.

Wells’ and Quackenbos’ Grammar.
